Operations Start at West Colton 


% OUTHERN PACIFIC’S $39 
million West Colton Yard — 
the most technologically advanced 
railroad terminal in the world — 
was officially dedicated on July 19. 
President B. F. Biaggini, Secre- 
tary of Transportation Claude S. 
Brinegar and Federal Railroad Ad- 
ministrator John W. Ingram pulled 
lanyards of locomotive air hors to 
start the first cars rolling over the 
crest of the 7,000-car facility. 
More than a thousand business, 
government and civic leaders looked

where our main transcontinental line 
meets the Palmdale-Colton line, 
“will speed freight service to and 
from the Los Angeles Basin and 
throughout the West.”

leading. up to the development of 
the new facility and said that it will 
be up to Vice President-Traffic F. E. 
Kriebel “to fill the cars that will 
make this investment in better serv- 
ice pay off.” 

Mr. Kriebel accepted this chal- 
lenge on behalf of the Traffic De- 
partment. He also pointed out that 
the 14 cars rolling over the crest 
during the dedication cost nearly 


$500,000,. ranging from $18,000 to 
$57,000 apiece. He promised ship- 
pers that they can continue to ex- 
pect the best in service and equip- 
ment from Southern Pacific. 

The Pledge of Allegiance was led 
by Navy Lt. Commander Everett 
Alvarez, Jr., who spent eight and a 
half years as a prisoner of war in 
Vietnam, the longest period of cap- 
tivity endured by any serviceman in 
American history. 

The Rev. Marcel Jalbert, pastor 
of St. Charles Catholic Church in 
Bloomington, near the west entrance 
to the yard, gave the invocation. 

Two resolutions from civic bodies 
praising the new yard were read at 
the dedication. A third has since 
been adopted by the California 
State Legislature. 

The legislature’s resolution, in- 
troduced by Senator Alfred E. Al- 
quist, commends Southern Pacifie 
for “its significant investment of 
private funds to provide for Califor- 
nia and the nation ‘this ‘Freight Ter- 
minal of Tomorrow,’ ” for its “vigor- 
ous manifestation of confidence in 
the California economy,” and for 
providing an “example of innovative 
leadership for the transportation in- 
dustry.” 

A resolution from the San Bernar- 
dino County Board of Supervisors, 
read at the dedication by Super- 
visor Ruben S. Ayala, congratulates 
Southern Pacific for being “a good 
neighbor” and for “exceptional co- 


operation” with the County’s Plan- 
ning Department. 

The yard’s “imaginative and in- 
novative landscaping presents a 
model for the entire west coast,” the 
supervisors stated, It “is a welcome 
economic addition to this area, and 
when it also provides a pleasing ap- 
pearance, it is doubly appreciated.” 

The City of Colton’s resolution 
was read by Mayor Pro Tem Frank 
A. Gonzales, Extending best wishes 
to Southern Pacific on the dedica- 
tion, the city fathers pointed out 
that “this classification yard will 
ultimately employ over 1,000 per- 
sons, thus greatly helping the econ- 
omy of this area, and our city is 
pleased and proud to have this fa- 
cility carry the name of Colton 
throughout the nation.” 

Among those introduced at the 
dedication were members of South- 
em Pacific’s Board of Directors; 
Frank J. Walton, secretary of busi- 
ness and transportation for the State 
of California, who represented Gov. 
Ronald. Reagan; Godfrey J. Lyon, 
engineer in charge of construction at 
West Colton; State Senator Alfred 
E, Alquist; and the mayors of sev- 
eral cities near the new yard. 

Attending the ceremonies, in ad- 
dition to business, civic and govern- 
ment leaders, were officers of most 
of the labor organizations represent- 
ing employes on our lines. 

On all three open house days,

Visiting employes and their fami- 
lies enjoyed hot dogs, ice cream and 
soft drinks inside the “big top.” 
Southern Pacific caps were provided 
for all ages, and the music of a mari- 
achi band added to the festivities. 

The yard opening received exten- 
sive news media coverage — both 
along our lines and nationally — in- 
cluding filmed reports on at least 20 
television stations at various points 
from Sacramento to San Antonio. 

Construction of the yard, which is 
six miles long and about 2,000 feet 


wide, began in September, 1971. 
Southern Pacific laid about 96 miles 
of new track for the yard and built 
large facilities to service and repair 
freight cars, locomotives and ca- 
booses, a laboratory for quality con- 
trol of fuel and lubricants, and a 
training center for personnel, 
Implicit in the design of the yard 
are landscaping, sound barriers and 
special equipment to help protect the 
surrounding environment. Southern 
Pacific helped improve and enlarge 
local city and county waste systems 
to be sure its own yard waste sys- 
tems would be non-polluting. 
Three separate, but “interfacing” 


computer systems work with the 
new West Colton yard. Southern 
Pacific and Stanford Research Insti- 
tute developed the crest control sys- 
tem, with a computer and full back- 
up unit located at the yard. This 
makes a constant and complex 
stream of calculations for each car 
as it moves, controlling switching 
and braking according to the indi- 
vidual car’s rolling qualities. 

A terminal control computer sys- 
tem works with both the crest sys- 
tem and TOPS, to help plan the flow 
of traflic through the yard and keep 
track of all ears, locomotives and ca- 
booses for miles around Colton. 


Retirement Age Lowered 


Several important changes in .the 
Railroad Retirement Act were 
signed: into law by President Rich- 
ard Nixon on July 10. The bill, 
identified as H.R. 7200, is based on 
an agreement reached between the 
railroad industry and both operat- 
ing and non-operating rail unions 

Briefly outlined, it provides for 
the following: 

Early retirement. Beginning July 
1, 1974 a male employe with 30 
years of service who is also 60 years 
of age may retire without actuarial 
reduction in his basic annuity. Un- 
der previous law, only female em- 
ployes with 30 years of service could 
retire at 60 without such reduction. 

Retirement tax. Beginning Oc'‘o- 
ber 1, 1978, railroad employers will 
assume that portion of the em- 
ploye’s railroad retirement tax 
which exceeds the employe tax pre- 
scribed by the Social Security Act. 
This will result in up to a $42.75 
monthly increase in the paychecks 
of railroad employes. 

Temporary increases extended, 
The temporary increases in benefits 
enacted over the past three years 
and due to expire June 30, 1973, 
will be extended to December 31, 
1974. 

Other provisions. If, between 
duly 1, 1973 and December 31, 
1974, the Social Security Act is 
amended to provide for increased 
benefits, the dollar amount of these 
benefits will be added to the rail- 
road retirement benefit structure. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission is directed to provide the 
necessary mechanics so that rail- 
roads can recoup their increased 
retirement costs under the bill 
through rate increases. 

Study planned. Further consider- 
ation is to be given to problems 
related to the actuarial soundness 
of the retirement system. Railroad 
labor and management will seck 
agreement on solutions to these 
problems and will recommend ap- 
propriate legislation to Congress. 

Facts to note, H.R. 7200 applies 
to Railroad Retirement Act bene- 
fits only. It has no bearing on Com- 
pany pension programs. 


The bill does not affect supple- 
mental annuities under the Rail- 
road Retirement Act, which remain 
payable at age.65. 

The Railroad Retirement Act has 
not been altered to reduce the age 
when the wife of a retired employe 
can receive the spouse’s annuity. 
The present rule requires that the 
retiree be at least 65 before the wife 
(or dependent husband) can. re- 
ceive an annuity at age 65 or at 62 
with a reduced annuity. (Special 
rules cover a spouse with a child 
under 18). 

No provision has been made to 
lower the age requirement for Medi- 
care (which remains at 65) or to 
extend employer-provided hospital 
and medical coverage.

FEW WEEKS AGO, the Rose- 
ville, Calif, One Spot Car 
Repair Plant—first facility of this 
kind to be built by Southern Pa- 
cific—celebrated its 14th birthday.

They also provide good 
working conditions for employes.” 

The Roseville One Spot operates 
around the clock, seven days a 
week. It takes care of medium to 
heavy repairs. Lighter repairs are 
handled in various other work areas 
—often in the inbound train yard. 

“Generally, the determining fac- 
tor as to whether or not a car goes 
to the One Spot is whether or not 
it has to be jacked up,” explains 
Assistant Superintendent C, E. Day, 
who is in charge of mechanical work 
on the Sacramento Division. 

Housed in a 110 x 110-foot build- 
ing, the Roseville One Spot is 
equipped with automatic floor jacks 
for raising cars. Each of its three 
tracks has a cable system for pull- 
ing cars into the shop and an air- 
operated retarder. 

Suspended over each work area 
are convenient reels containing air, 
water, oil and gas lines, Jib cranes 
with power-operated hoists are 
available on each track for lifting 
heavy car parts, and the shop is 
equipped with the latest in welding 
machines, cutting torches and power 
tools. 

Neatly stored in nearby racks are 
car parts needed for day-to-day re- 
pair work. 

“We bring the work to the men,” 
says Harmon Lewis, assistant termi- 
nal superintendent, who is in charge 
of the Roseville One Spot. “They 
don’t have to search for anything; 
all the. tools, equipment and sup- 
plies they need are right at hand.” 


Neatly stored just outside the 110x110-foot building which houses the Roseville One Spot Car 
Repair Plant are car parts needed for day-to-day repair work. The plant stresses good housekeeping 
as essential to efficiency as well as safety. 


The plant operates with seven 
men per shift, he explains. Each 
man can do any of the necessary 
jobs, including welding, changing 
wheels and other types of repairs. 

“Depending on the extent of the 
work performed, this facility gener- 
ally out-shops about 45 cars in a 24- 


hour period,” Lewis says. 

“That is only a small percentage 
of the 6,000 or so cars that roll 
through Roseville daily,” he points 
out. “Most of them have no repair 
problems at all. But it still adds up 
to a lot of cars put back into service 
where they can earn their keep.”

Leslie’s wife, Evelyn, echoes his 
sentiments.

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Weighing less than four pounds, 
the “speed gun” projects a radar 
beam toward the rolling car, mea- 
sures the velocity of the “bounce 
back” beam and converts the infor- 
mation into miles per hour. It is ac- 
curate to a tenth of a mile an hour, 

Nine of the new portable radar 
units are already in use on our lines 
and 10 more are on order. They will 
supplement 17 earlier tripod- 
mounted radar units. 

The “speed guns” are being used 
as training tools in division careful 
ear handling programs. 


Public Safety Award
